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The  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the 
position  of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  given  them  in  their  representatives,  the 
Alumni  Council.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they 
shall  next  year  give  the  council  hearty  co-opera- 
tion and  support  in  securing  new  students  for 
the  college.

Missouri  Valley  College  has  had  two  unusually 
good  influences  at  work  during  the  holidays.  First, 
the  "Gospel  Team/'  which  is  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  move- 
ment among  the  colleges,  was  at  work  at  Atlanta, 
Missouri,  for  one  week,  and  did  good,  both  for 
themselves  and  for  the  community.  I.  H.  McClymonds 
was  captain  of  the  team,  Joseph  Johnston  Director, 
L.  R.  Patton,  J.  E.  Tope,  and  Z.  R.  Wall  were  the 
other  members.  They  held  services  every  night  in 
the  Baptist  church;  if  was  a  union  meeting-  They 
organized  an  orchestra,  had  a  quartette  in  their  num- 
ber, Johnston  did  some  good  solo  work,  so  altogether 
they  had  a  good  influence  and  made  a  popular  meet- 
ing. One  of  the  features  which  was  appreciated  in 
the  community  was  the  visiting  of  the  quartette  to* 
the  sick,  singing  for  those  who  could  not  get  out  to» 
the  services.  It  is  hoped  that  this  movement  will  be- 
come a  permanent  feature  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A,  work, 
and  that  as  it  becomes  wider  now,  it  will  be  an 
effective  force  for  good,  particularly  for  the  young 
men  of  the  smaller  communities.  These  ''Gospel 
Teams"  only  work  in  small  communities,  where  there 
are  no  Y.  M.  C.  A.  organizations. 

The  second  good  influence  from  Missouri  Valley 
was  the  Missouri  Valley  College  Ladies'  Quartette, 
composed  of  Ruth  Rose,  Mary  Hurt,  Grace  Rolofson, 
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and  Ella  Robbins  Black.  They  were  accompanied  in 
their  tour  by  Prof.  Arthur  Vawter  and  his  violin. 
They  gave  fine  entertainments,  which  were  thorough- 
ly appreciated  by  the  community  in  which  they  were 
given.  Prof.  Vawter  and  the  girls  visited  Jamesport, 
Lock  Springs,  Albany,  Bethany,  and  Ridgeway,  giv- 
ing concerts  every  night.  They  had  previously  given 
concerts  at  various  places  nearer  to  Marshall.  They 
sing  effectively  and  Prof.  Vawter  plays  exquisitely, 
Miss  Rolofson  recites  well,  and  the  public  appreciates 
heartily.  The  "Gospel  Team"  and  the  •"Ladies'  Quar- 
tette" show  that  Missouri  Valley  College  is  alive,  even 
during  vacation. 


Several  new  students  have  entered  for  the  winter 
quarter. 


The  State  Teachers'  Association  met  at  Hannibal, 
Missouri,  in  November,  and  was  largely  attended. 
The  President  and  Dean  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
were  both  there,  and  both  had  something  to  say  in 
connection  with  the  public  discussions.  The  next 
meeting  will  be  at  Springfield,  Missouri. 


The  College  Union  met  at  Westminster  College, 
Fulton,  Missouri,  November  8,  191 1.  All  the  Col- 
leges of  the  Union  were  represented,  and  the  meeting 
was  a  very  practical  one.  The  President  and  Prof. 
Myers  represented  Missouri  Valley  in  the  meeting. 
The   discussion   on  college  advertising  brought   forth 
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a  result  that  will  be  somewhat  surprising  to  the 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  institutions.  It  was  unani- 
mously agreed,  for  example,  that  advertising  in  the 
metropolitan  papers  serves  mainly  to  gratify  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  school  and  does  not  help  to  build 
up  the  school  in  its  attendance.  A  joint  advertisement 
representing  the  Union  was  agreed  upon,  to  be  pub- 
lished in  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph,  and 
Joplin  papers.  There  has  been  some  disagreement  in 
the  practice  of  the  colleges  in  the  Union  in  the  classifi- 
cation of  college  students.  The  following  was  adopt- 
ed :  "In  the  matter  of  classification  of  students,  the 
Union  recommends  to  its  members  that  any  student 
who  is  short  not  to  exceed  five  hours  of  the  normal 
requirements  in  Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior  classes 
be  classed  in  such  years."  On  the  matter  of  Rhodes' 
Scholarships  it  was  recommended  that  the  matter 
should  be  presented  to  the  student  bodies  in  the  Col- 
leges of  the  Union.  The  revised  constitution  was 
adopted.  It  will  interest  the  alumni  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley, particularly,  to  know  the  conditions  of  member- 
ship in  the  Missouri  College  Union  and,  therefore, 
these  conditions  are  printed  in  full: 

i.  The  completion  of  a  four-year  secondary  course 
above  eighth  grade  shall  be  required  for  college  en- 
trance. 

2.  The  completion  of  120  semester  hours  shall  be 
required  for  graduation. 

3.  The  number  of  class  hours  for  the  heads  of  de- 
partments and  for  students  shall  not  exceed  18  a  week. 

4.  A  faculty  properly  qualified  shall  consist  entirely 
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of  graduates  of  standard  colleges  and  each  head  of  a 
department  shall  hold  at  least  a  master's  degree  from 
a  standard  college,  or  shall  have  attained  eminent  suc- 
cess as  a  teacher. 

5.  The  library  shall  consist  of  at  least  8,000  volumes, 
selected  with  reference  to  college  subjects  and  exclu- 
sive of  public  documents. 

6.  The  laboratory  equipment  shall  be  sufficient  to 
establish  efficient  laboratories  in  all  laboratory  courses 
offered. 

7.  The  means  of  support  is  defined  as  requiring  a 
permanent  productive  endowment  of  not  less  than 
$200,000,  or  an  assured  fixed  annual  income,  exclusive 
of  tuition,  of  at  least  $10,000. 

The  college  must  maintain  at  least  seven  separate 
departments  or  chairs  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  In 
case  the  pedagogical  work  of  the  institution  is  to  be 
accepted  for  certification,  the  college  must  maintain 
at  least  eight  chairs,  one  of  which  shall  be  devoted 
exclusively  to  education  or  at  least  to  philosophy,  in- 
cluding psychology  and  education. 

9.  The  head  of  each  department  shall,  in  no  case, 
devote  less  than  three-fourths  of  his  time  to  college 
work. 

10.  If  any  of  the  present  members  of  the  College 
Union  fail  to  meet  all  the  conditions  set  forth  above, 
the  committee  would  urge  that  earnest  effort  be  made 
by  such  members  to  meet  such  conditions  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  in  any  case  within  a  period  of  five  years 
from  this  date." 
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tinder  appointment  of  Governor  H.  S.  Hadley,  of 
Missouri,  Dr.  Black  represented  the  State  in  the  Third 
National  Conservation  Congress  at  Kansas  City  Sep- 
tember 25,  26  and  27,  19H,  and  also  at  the  Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf  Convention  in  Chicago  a  month  later. 


The  Rev.  President  Father  Frieden,  who  has 
served  so  efficiently  as  President  of  St.  Louis  Univer- 
sity, died  unexpectedly  last  mjonth.  This  notable 
Jesuit  Father  was  one  of  the  kindly,  spiritual  men 
in  Missouri  educational  circles.  He  was  a  man  of 
marked  scholarship,  executive  ability  and  educational 
statesmanship,  while  at  the  same  time  a  man  of  pure 
and  gentle  mind,  and  of  most  kindly  disposition.  He 
was  one  of  those  rare  combinations  in  which  great 
strength  of  mind  and  great  sympathy  of  heart  were 
combined.  He  will  be  missed,  not  only  in  the  St. 
Louis  University,  but  in  the  College  Union,  where  his 
presence  was  so  much  appreciated.  This  is  the  first 
time  a  death  has  entered  the  ranks  of  the  active  mem- 
bers of  the  College  Union. 


All  patrons  and  friends  of  Missouri  Valley  College, 
the  Synod  of  Missouri,  and  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  will 
be  glad  to  know  that  the  College  Board  has  allowed 
$3,000  on  account  of  the  deficit  of  last  year,  which 
deficit  grew  out  of  the  extra  strain  to  which  the 
College  is  put  on  account  of  litigation.  The  deficit 
was  $3,378.89.  The  College  Board  has  surely  come 
to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this.  The  action  of 
the  Board  was  unanimous  and  hearty. 
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The  Approved  Summer  School 


As  in  the  past,  an  approved  summer  school  will  be 
conducted  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  beginning  on 
Monday,  June  3,  and  lasting  sixty  days.  Many  col- 
lege students  take  advantage  of  this  term  to  make  up 
lost  work  and  to  advance  their  standing. 

Teachers  who  attend  will  be  given  credit  on  both 
State  and  County  certificates  for  work  done  in  courses 
laid  down  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction. An  unusually  large  attendance  of  teachers 
is  looked  for  because  of  the  new  certification  law 
which  makes  all  first  grade  certificates  good  any- 
where in  the  State,  and  which  requires  all  "first 
grade"  papers  to  be  examined  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent. Teachers  who  are  thinking  of  attending 
summer  school  will  do  well  to  consider  the  advantages 
offered  here — strong  teachers,  delightful  physical  en- 
vironment, and  classes  small  enough  for  all  present 
to  receive  individual  attention. 

Dean  I.  N.  Evrard  will  be  in  charge  of  the  sum- 
mer school  and,  because  of  his  experience  in  public 
school  work  and  in  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, will  be  a  valuable  advisor  for  the  teachers. 
Write  him  for  any  information  you  may  desire. 

Prof.  B.  L.  Seawell  will  give  special  attention  to 
teachers'  course  in  Agriculture  during  the  summer 
school  quarter. 
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Dean  I.  N.  Evrard  had  a  flattering  opportunity  to 
take  the  superintendency  of  the  State  Reform  School 
at  Boonville,  Missouri,  at  a  very  much  larger  salary 
than  we  are  ahle  to  pay  at  Missouri  Valley  College, 
but  his  interest  in  the  College  predominated,  and  he 
has  decided  at  a  financial  sacrifice  to  stay  with  us,  and 
has  thus  shown  in  one  more  way  his  qualification  for 
leadership  in  a  good  college,  viz.,  the  qualification  of 
self-sacrifice.  The  friends  of  the  College  may  rest 
assured  that  with  a  man  of  this  spirit  in  the  faculty 
of  Missouri  Valley  College,  the  students'  higher  in- 
terests will  be  looked  after  and  their  ideals  will  be 
fostered  and  stimulated  in  the  right  direction. 


This  number  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  held  up  on 
account  of  a  desire  to  announce  through  the  Bulletin 
to  the  alumni  and  patrons  of  the  College  the  decision 
in  the  suit  that  has  been  pending  against  the  Col- 
lege. This  suit  was  brought  by  those  who  are  opposed 
to  the  Union,  in  order  to  keep  the  College  from 
passing  into  the  United  Church.  Judge  Samuel  Davis 
rendered  his  decision  February  9.  The  suit  as 
brought  by  the  plaintiffs  was  dismissed  and  costs  as- 
sessed upon  them,  the  judge  holding  that  they  had 
brought  the  wrong  kind  of  an  action  and  were  there- 
fore not  in  court,  and  that  he  had  no  jurisdiction,  and 
he  further  found  that  there  has  been  no  diversion  of 
the  trust  nor  any  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  the 
trustees  of  the  College.  An  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  was  taken  from  this  decision. 
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Rev.  J.  Beverage  Lee,  D.D.,  pastor  of  St.  Paul 
Presbyterian  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  is  holding  a 
series  of  meetings  with  the  students  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley College,  being  sent  especially  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  that  purpose.  There  is  a  profound 
interest  among  the  students,  great  enjoyment  and  ap- 
preciation of  Dr.  Lee's  splendid  spirit  and  high  order 
of  thinking  and  apt  presentation  of  his  messages.  He 
is  living  in  the  dormitory  with  the  boys,  makes  him- 
self one  of  them,  shows  the  gift  of  adaptation  and  of 
usefulness,  is  not  spare  of  his  time  on  attention.  His 
mission  will  surely  result  in  good  things  now  and 
hereafter. 


Rev.  Joseph  W.  Cochran,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  is  expected  at  Missouri  Valley 
College  on  the  26th  or  27th  instant.  The  College  is 
looking  forward  to  his  coming  with  interest. 


Missouri  Valley  College  is  to  be  the  center  of  one 
of  the  Branch  Courses  of  study  from  the  State  School 
of  Agriculture  with  a  splendid  attendance  from  the 
farmer  community.  A  meeting  was  held  at  Missouri 
Valley  College  December  16,  attended  by  34  farmers 
from  various  parts  of  the  County.  In  order  to  plan 
for  securing  this  Course,  38  students  were  pledged 
at  that  meeting,  and  since  that  time  the  number  has 
been  increased  to  about  75  with  a  good  prospect  of 
making  it  a  hundred  if  the  University  sets  a  favorable 
date.      Two   men   will   come   from   the    State    School 
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of  Agriculture  and  give  a  five  days'  course  on  such 
subjects  as  soils,  stock  raising,  feeding,  judging  stock, 
rotation  of  crops,  etc.  The  papers  of  the  County  have 
been  very  accommodating  in  getting  the  information 
before  the  people.  Dr.  Black  has  been  trying  for 
more  than  a  year  to  get  one  of  these  Branch  Courses 
located  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  at  the  present 
writing  prospects  seem  favorable.  The  farmers  of 
Saline  County  prefer  that  this  special  course  should 
be  given  somewhere  between  January  15  and  Feb- 
ruary 15.  The  farmers'  conference  accepted  the 
proffer  of  Missouri  Valley  College  as  a  place  for  the 
meeting  with  hearty  interest.  Of  course,  the  library, 
laboratories,  and  lecture  rooms  of  the  College  will  be 
at  the  disposal  of  this  Branch  School.  It  will  be  a 
fine  thing  for  Missouri  Valley  to  make  itself  useful 
to  its  community,  and  particularly,  to  the  farmers  of 
Saline  County. 

The  organization  which  has  been  working  for  this 
Branch  School  has  the  following  officers :  Hon.  Matt. 
W.  Hall,  President;  Ex-Sheriff  Charles  B.  Bacon, 
Secretary  and  Manager,  and  Rufus  E.  Holloway, 
Cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Saline,  as  Treasurer.  These 
men  have  worked  faithfully,  Ex-Sheriff  Bacon  being 
the  right  man  in  the  right  place  for  this  public  enter- 
prise. He  has  received  notice  from  Dean  Mumford, 
of  the  State  School  of  Agriculture,  that  the  Branch 
Course  would  be  given  to  the  farmers  of  Saline  County 
at  Missouri  Valley  College  February  19  to  23,  and 
that  the  faculty  would  be  composed  of  Prof.  H.  O. 
Allison  in  Animal  Husbandry,  and  Prof.  M.  F.  Miller,

Soils  and  Farm  Crops,  and  a  later  letter  which  says 
that  Dr.  Connoway  will  be  here  for  a  half  day  to 
discuss  with  the  farmers  the  diseases  of  stock.  There 
will  be  stock-judging  on  the  campus  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley on  one  day,  and  various  practical  demonstrations 
will  take  place.  The  student  attendance  from  the 
farmers  now  promises  to  be  150  with  a  possibility  of 
going  to  200.  This  means  that  the  farmers  will  have 
possession  of  Missouri  Valley  College  during  that 
week,  all  of  which  will  be  good,  both  for  the  farmers 
of  Saline  County  and  for  Missouri  Valley  College. 


The  annual  series  of  debates  among  the  literary 
societies  took  place  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednes- 
day nights,  December  18,  19  and  20.  The  debates 
this  year,  as  usual,  were  of  a  political  nature,  the 
initiative  and  referendum,  the  recall  of  the  judges  and 
income  tax.  The  representatives  of  the  literary  so- 
cieties showed  that  they  had  done  themselves  and 
their  societies  credit  in  the  way  they  had  studied  the 
question  and  prepared  themselves.  The  usual  enthu- 
siasm, yells,  songs,  etc.,  were  in  evidence  before  the 
debates.  Some  new  features  were  "pulled  off"  this 
year.  These  debates  are  a  fine  thing  for  the  student 
body  and  show  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  stu- 
dents to  study  live  political  questions.  Why  are  de- 
bates usually  on  political  questions?  Is  it  because 
the  things  of  a  political  nature  are  in  themselves  of 
an  unsettled  kind,  or  is  it  because  politics  is  the  chief 
sphere  in  which  progress  in  civilization  manifests 
itself? 
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The  "Delta/'  the  students'  publication,  which  is 
issued  monthly,  is  more  meritorious  than  it  has  been 
for  several  years.  The  make-up  is  good  and  the  arti- 
cles contributed  of  a  very  good  type.  There  is  a  lit- 
tle disposition  still  not  to  distinguish  between  humor 
and  personalities;  a  sting  is  not  a  joke. 


The  boys  are  already  practicing  for  their  base- 
ball ;  pretty  days  find  them  out  on  the  field  warming 
up  with  ball  and  bat. 


Prof.  J.  M.  Stevenson,  who  was  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley 
College,  died  of  heart  disease  on  January  29.  He  was 
one  of  the  well-known  educators  of  the  State.  For  six 
years  he  was  County  Superintendent  of  Jasper  County, 
then  for  some  time  Superintendent  of  the  City  Schools 
of  Neosho,  Missouri,  which  position  he  resigned  14 
years  ago  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the  Scarritt 
School  in  Kansas  City,  where  he  has  been  continuously 
since.  He  was  an  active  worker  in  the  State  Teachers' 
Association  and  has  for  many  years  been  in  charge  of 
Missouri's  headquarters  at  the  National  Educational 
Association,  Mrs.  Stevenson  uniformly  accompanying 
him  to  these  national  meetings  and  being  the  Mis- 
souri hostess.  Mrs.  Stevenson  is  one  of  the  leading 
singers  in  Kansas  City,  being  leader  of  the  choir  in 
Grace  Church. 
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It  is  an  occasion  of  sincere  sorrow  to  all  the  alumni 
and  old  students,  patrons  and  friends  of  Missouri 
Valley  College,  that  Miss  Joan  C.  Orr,  A.M.,  who 
was  from  the  beginning  of  the  College  until  the  day 
of  her  death,  its  fast  friend,  accomplished  and  efficient 
teacher,  and  intimate  and  trusted  counselor  of  the 
student  body,  wise  and  tactful  in  all  her  ways  and 
works,  ambitious  and  consecrated  to  the  institution 
and  to  her  task,  that  now  she  is  no  longer  with  us. 
On  the  15th  day  of  November,  191 1,  she  was  in  St. 
Louis  at  trie  home  of  her  brother,  Isaac  H.  Orr,  spend- 
ing the  afternoon,  visiting  among  her  Sunday  school 
class,  in  the  evening  at  a  social  dinner  gathering,  re- 
tiring at  the  usual  evening  hour,  and  being  found  in 
bed  the  next  morning,  lifeless,  having  passed  silently 
and  without  a  struggle  of  any  sort,  and  probably  with- 
out even  consciousness  of  illness,  from  the  present 
into  her  great  deserved  and  beautiful  future. 

No  teacher  in  this  or  any  other  institution  has  made 
a  stronger,  kindlier,  more  enduring  influence  upon 
the  student  body  than  did  Miss  Orr.  The  service 
was  held  in  St.  Louis,  by  the  Rev.  Baxter  P.  Fuller- 
ton,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  and  by  Rev.  Arthur  Lee  Odell,  now 
pastor  of  the  Kings  Highway  Church,  formerly  one 
of  Miss  Orr's  students.  The  burial  service  at  Van- 
dalia,  Missouri,  where  is  the  family  burying  ground, 
and  where  the  bodies  of  Judge  Orr  and  Mrs.  Orr 
lie,  was  conducted  by  Pres.  William  H.  Black,  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Orr's  childhood  friend,  Rev.  Alonzo 
Pearson,  of  Bowling  Green,  Missouri,  and  by  Rev. 
Arthur  Johnston,  pastor  at  Louisiana,  Missouri,  an- 
other of  Miss  Orr's  former  students.     Prof.  Jno.  M. 
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Penick,  of  the  faculty,  represented  the  faculty  at  the 
funeral  service,  William  P.  Stark,  of  Louisiana,  Mis- 
souri, represented  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mrs,  George 
H.  Althouse  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Black,  of  Marshall, 
represented  the  Marshall  Church  and  the  community. 
Besides,  there  was  a  large  audience  of  representatives 
from  the  studentbody,  from  the  social  and  religious 
circles  in  which  Miss  Orr  moved,  from  St.  Louis,  Cur- 
ryville,  Vandalia,  Mexico  and  other  places,  and  thus 
amid  an  abundance  of  flowers  and  words  of  kindliest 
appreciation,  the  body  of  this  beloved  woman  was 
placed  beside  that  of  her  father  and  mother.  Miss 
Orr,  in  the  last  years  of  her  life,  on  account  of  the 
nervous  break  in  her  health,  was  not  able  to  partici- 
pate in  the  active  teaching  of  the  college,  but  never- 
theless did  much  for  the  college.  The  following  brief 
extract  from  her  will  shows  that  she  had  planned, 
out  of  the  small  savings  of  her  lifetime,  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  for  Missouri  Valley  College: 

"I  give  to  Missouri  Valley  College,  of  Marshall, 
Missouri  (if  at  the  time  of  my  decease  it  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S.  A. 
and  no  suit  is  then  pending  to  divest  said  Church  of 
the  control  of  said  College),  the  sum  of  Fifty  ($50) 
Dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  maps  or  his- 
torical prints  for  the  Department  of  History.  I  also 
give  to  said  College,  subject  to  the  above  conditions, 
such  books  out  of  my  library  as  may  have  been  pre- 
sented to  me  by  Mr.  or  Mrs.  George  H.  Althouse,  same 
to  be  placed  in  the  Denny  Althouse  Alcove  of  the 
College  Library." 
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
